MEXICO CITY, April 24.—The pes- 
Bimism with which the people of the 
capital have regarded the efforts to end 
the rebellion is beginning to yield be- 
fore the encouraging news-from the 
north. The announcement to-day that 
Dr. Vasquez Gomez, the revolutionary 
agent:at Washington, will go to Juarez 
to take part in the preliminary nego- 
tiations for peace is regarded as a fa- 
vVorable sign. 

Consideration of the problems in- 
volved in the negotiations was taken 
up early to-day. It was only 8:30 
o'clock this morning when Gen. Diaz, 
accompanied by Porfirio Diaz, JIJr., 
drove up to the National Palace from 
the President’s residence in Cadna 
Street. Members of the Cabinet were 
Soon in attendance, and at 9 o’clock u 
Cabinet council began, which, with fre- 
quent interruptions, lasted until 1:30 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

The,interruptions were caused gener- 
aily by President Diaz, who permitted 
ecards of visitors to be sent into the 
council room, and then stopped pro- 
ceedings to receive those whom he par- 
ticularly desired to honor. First of the

HELD IN BIG EXPRESS THEFT. 


Driver of Van, Who Disappeared with 
Packages Worth $30,000, Arrested. 


For stealing $30,000 worth of packages 
from an express wagon two months ago 
twenty-two-year-old John Tyler, a driver, 
was arrested last night near his home, 
S11 East Thirty-eighth Street. He was 
locked up at Police Headquarters. The 
looting of the express company wagon, 
the police said last night, was one of the 
boldest and most original which has ever 
been accomplished in this city. 

Some of the packages contained jew- 
elry, the ownership of which the police 
would not divulge, and others contained 
| goods belonging. to the National Cloak | 
| and Suit Company. The packages had 
| poem assembled at the Adams Express 
Company's branch office at Seventh Ave- 
nue and Twenty-sixth Street, to be sent 
to almost as many parts of the country. 

When the time came to send the pack- 
ages to Jersey City, the manager of the 
Twenty-sixth Street branch found that 
he was short of wagons. So he telephoned 
up to the Sullivan Express Company of- 
fice, at 312 Bast -Forty-seventh Street, 
and hired a van, of which Tyler was the 
driver. The packages, some of which 
weighed several hundred pounds, were 
put into the hired wagon, and Tyler drove 
off with them. 

Tyler left the Twenty-sixth Street of- 
fice at about 8 o'clock, and should have 
reached Jersey City at 6:30. The man- 
ager of the Jersey City office, James 
Stonewall, had been tol@ to expect him, 
and when he didn’t arrive Stonewall tel- 
ephoned to the Twenty-sixth Street 
branch. The manager telephoned to Po- 
lice Headquarters and.a general alarm 
was issued. 

As Tyler was a trusted employe of the 
Sullivan Company, and as the looting of 
a van wholesale seemed improbable, the 
express company believed he had been 
waylaid by express strikers and killed.

This is double the 
amount paid for the Maintz Psalter of 
1459, which brought $24,750 at the Sir 
John Thorold library sale in London in

Three years ago Dr. Owen went 
to Boston, where he communicated his 
discoveries to many scholars of that city 
and gained backing for his present expe- 
dition. 

Dr. Owen has been at work in England 
for many months. The Duke of Beau- 
fort, who owns the property on which 
the quest Is being conducted, was easily 
won over: indeed, he is defraying a 
large part of the heavy expenses.

CLOSE VOTE ON INCOME TAX. 
Massachusetts Senate Reported to be 
Almost Evenly Divided. 





BOSTON, April 24.—With the contest 


over the income tax amendment to the 
Federal Constitution narrowing down to 
half a dozen States, the-expected action 
of the Massachusetts Senate this week, 
following the indorsement of the amend- 
ment by the House last week, is arous- 
ine much interest.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The adjourn- 
ment of the New Jersey Legislature last 
Saturday morning without ratifying the 
income tax amendment to the Federal 
Constitution is believed to en 
of obtaining ratification by the needed 
three-fourths of the States this year. Five 
more affirmative votes are needed, and 
there were just five States, counting New 
Jersey, that were expected to ratify the 
amendment this Spring.

Ofcourse, this omission can 
be rectified at any time, but the amend- 
ment cannot be proclaimed as a part of 
the Constitution until due notice has been 
filed with the State Department.

PORTLAND, Ore., April 24.—Federal 
Judge Charles E. Wolverton to-day de- 
cided that the Southern Pacific and the 
Oregon & California Railway Companies 
must forfeit to the United States Govern- 
ment about 2,000,000 acres of land, their 
value approaching $75,000,000. The case 
will probably be appealed. 

Interpreting the act of Congress grant- 
ing the land as an aid to railway con- 
struction, the court held that Congress 
intended that this land should be sold to 
bona fide settlers in tracts not greater 
than 160 acres to one individual, and at 
& price not to exceed $2.50 an acre. 

While deciding In favor of the Govern- 
ment, Judge Wolverton found against the 
' 3,000 individual interveners in the case. 
He held that they had acquired no right 
whatever, either by settling on the land 
or by tendering the maximum Sums asked 
by the law. The effect of the decision 
is that the lands cannot be obtained by 
any individual until the President or 
Congress again opens them to entry.

At the time of the arrest 
of J. J. McNamara we found in his 
possession large quantities of dyna- 
mite and nitroglycerine, with ma- 
terials for attachments, fuses, wires, 
and fulminating caps. In my opin- 
ion my case is complete. 1 did not 
hesitate to take up the investiga- 
tions. There were no obstacles 
that could prevent me from con- 
Scientiously and honestly carrying 
out the case to a successful con- 
clusion. : 

Our representatives have been 
fair even with these men. The 
moment we placed them under ar- 
rest we notified them of their rights 
and gave them every consideration 
under the law. There was no at- 
tempt to browbeat or wheedle them 
into confessions. It is now learned 
that J. B. McNamara had for months 
been trying to ascertain whether 
Burns was employed in the case.

|\McNamara Said to Have Declared He 


William J. Burns in his hunt for the 
men accused of being responsible for The 
Los Angeles Times explosion received val- 
uable information from the headquarters 
of the National Erectors’ Association, an 
organization of structural steel and iron 
manufacturers and builders, at 34 West 
Thirty-third Street. In 1908 the associa- 
tion had a dispute with the> union, and 
ever since then it has made a record of 
the men who for one reason or another 
have seemed worth keeping an eye upon. 
Walter Drew, the manager of the asso~- 
ciation, is in the West with Burns. Charles 
E. Cheney is the Secretary. 

No one at the office of the association 
was willing yesterday to admit that the 
employers had found it necessary to form 
@ private rogues’ gallery, but it was 
stated that whenever one of the union 
organs published a description of a@ por- 
trait of one of the union officials it was 
clipped out and used as a record. Then, 
as the structural workers are in the main 
a nomad class and travel about the coun- 
try from one job to another, it has be- 
come the custom for employers to make 
notes on the men who seemed particularly 
worth noticing for any trade reason and 
to forward them to headquarters. 

In this way a considerable body of in- 
formation thas been collected about the 
structural workers most influential among 
their fellows, and the employers have @ 
good idea as to the identity of men who 
are likely to cause trouble. As dynamite 
outrages became more common, it was re- 
marked that some fifteen or twenty men 
seemed generally to be employed in the 
neighborhood of the job where the disor- 
der occurred, and these have become to 
some extent marked men, whose presence 
is regarded as likely to mean that trouble 
is brewing. Though John J. McNamara 
is Secretary-Treasurer of the Interna- 
tional Association of Bridge and Struc- 
tural Iron Workers, it is not believed that 
all the men actively concerned in the ex- 
plosions have been union men. They have 
been associated with the members of the 
unions without themselves having their 
cards. 

Detective Burns had been employed by 
the National Erectors’ Association on sev- 
eral investigations of less sensational ex- 
plosions before that at Los Angeles. As 
soon as detectives learned that the dyna- 
mite used in this case had been purchased 
at Giant, Cal., and could furnish the de- 
seription of the three men who had taken 
it in a launch from Oakland, Cal., to Los 
Angeles, the association was able to sug- 
gest the identity of one of them. 

The man who bought the dynamite gave 
the name of J. B. Bryce, and this de- 
scription of him was sent throughout the 
country by the Los Angeles District At- 
torney's office: 

J. B. Bryce, nationality, American; height, 

8 feet 10 inches; weight, 150 pounds; slen- 
der: dark hair, straight and combed close 
to head: nervous in manner; narrow chin; 


small, sunken eyes; pinched nose; thin

Kaplan, it is believed. was at one time 
a member of the Manhattan Liberal 
Club, a Socialist organization, and iol- 
‘lowed many occupations before he became 
associated with the iron workers. For a 
time he was a street car conductor in 
this city and has a reputation in police 
circles aS a yeggman. He is set down 
as a cigarette fiend and has called him- 
self for his own purposes, it is under- 
stood, William Morris and William Cap. 

In the large number of explosions from 
which the structural iron builders have 
of late suffered, a fact has been noticed 
which shows with what grace gr one 

e 
outrages have been perpetrated. In some 
cases nitro-glycerin has been used, and 
it has been placed in a can of precisely 
the right shape and size to fit the places 
in a building where an explosion would 
work the greatest amount of damage. 
It is, in the opinions of the officials of 
the National Erectors’ Association, quite 
evident that the outrages have been 
planned for some time ahead, and that 
men who have an intimate acquaintance 
with the structures to be wrecked have 
given their views as to where the ex- 
plosive should be placed. 

It was explained yesterday that there 
is very little difficulty in the structural 
workers getting as much dynamite as 
they need. They could manufacture some 
forms of explosive if they wished, but it 
is easy for the men to steal all that is 
needed for their purpose from the works 
on which they are engaged. AS was 
the case in The Los Angeles Times ex- 
plosion, it is also not difficult for any 
one to purchase dynamite on one ex- 
cuse or another. 


RAISING A BIG DEFENSE FUND. 


50,000 Western Miners Alone Will- 
ing to Give $5 Each, Says Moyer. 


DENVER, Col., April 24.—The Western 
Federation of Miners stands ready to 
levy an assessment of $5 upon each of 
50,000 members as a defense fund for Sec- 
retary J. J. McNamara of the Interna- 
tional Association of Bridge and Struct- 
ural Iron Workers. Announcement to this 
effect was made to-day by Charles H. 
Moyer, President of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners. 

‘*‘T consider the entire affair a frame- 
up similar to the one I and my asso- 
ciliates were victims of some years ago in 
connection with the death of former Gov. 
Steunenberg of Idaho,”’ said Mr. Moyer. 
‘‘“The arrest of McNamara shows on its 
face that it was a frame-up. He was 
treated exactly as we were. He was not 


given a single show either by the Gov- 
ernor of Indiana or the courts of Mar- 


ion County. 

‘The charge that dynamite was kept 
by McNamara in the headquarters of his 
organization is silly. If he was in the 
blowing-up business he would have too 
much sense to keep dynamite around the 
headquarters. It is very easy to hire 
‘Orchards’ to plant dynamite where the 
detectives who paid them to plant it can 
find it. 

“The persons instrumental {in McNa- 














mara's arrest will have to produce good} 
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evidence to show why he wanted to blow 
up The Los Angeles Times when he is a 
member of the. structural iron workers’ 
organization. : 

“Their case might have looked better 
had they arrested a member of the Typo- 
graphical Union. The Western Federa- 
tion of Miners went through just such a 
Siege. It is hard on the individual, but it 
Strengthens the organization and aiso 
solidifies. union labor. 

“All unions came to our support and 
now the Western Federation will recipro- 
cate. We will take official notice of the 
arrests aS soon gs it is necessary, and we 
stand ready to levy and pay willingly an 
assessment of $5 each on a membership of 
50,000 or more to help defray expenses 
of this the second great fight that h 
“oct started by the enemies of evenninel 
abor.

Senora Madero Prepares a Good Meal

EL PASO, Texas, April 24.—Gen. Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, desiring that the tran- 
quillity which seems about to be restored 
in the district between Chihuahua and 
Juarez, shall extend throughout Mexico, 
has invited the independent revolutionary 
leaders to hasten to E] Paso to participate 
in the discussion of peace terms. The 
telegraph, the mail. and in some tnstances 
ecuriers have been used by the insurrecto 
Ge eral to send the call. 

Among ihose to whom he sent word are 
José Maria Pino Saurez, a lawyer who 
was appointed provisional Governor of 
Yucatan by the rebels, and who iS now 
at New Orleans; Guadalupe Gonzales, 
provisional Governor of Zacatecas, now 
at Ojinaga; Abram Gonzales, provisional 
Governor of Chihuahua, with headquar- 
ters at Guerrero. These officials are in 
military as well as civil command of 

rebel activities in their States. Dr. Vas- 
quez Gomez, the insurrecto_ diplomatic 
agent at Washington, also will come. 

Gen. Madero set at rest reports that he 
would succeed Ramon Corral as Vice 
President.

In 
the first place, it ought to be real and 
effective peace, and to that end it is nec- 
essary that the conditions under which 
the coming negotiations are held should 
be established according to the legitima‘e 
aspirations of the Mexican people. To 
obtain that result, there ought to be sac- 
rificed all kinds of personal interests, be- 
cause the good of the country requires it. 

‘In the second place, the peace ought 
to be durablé and definitive and deter- 
mined upon a solid basis. The good faith, 
the disinterestedness and the patriotism 
of those men who shall treat for peace 
will be required so that they may pro- 
ceed without personal preoccupation, 
holding no other idea but the welfare of 
the country. An artificial peace arranged

Controls Important Railroad Lines— 
Sympathizers in Chihuahua City. 


CHIHUAHUA, April 24.—Throughout 
the interior the insurrectos’ authority is 
reported to be growing daily. ,The Mexi- 
can Northwestern Railroad, from the sub- 
urbs of Chihuahua to its terminus at

It require d eleven hours last night 
to decipher one long code message. _ 

There is no ‘doubt that the armistice, 
which expires next Friday, will be ex- 
tended as necessary to allow for the ar- 
rival at the selected meeting place, prob- 
ably El Paso, of the special peace Com- 
missioners and of the responses from the 
rebel leaders to whom Gen. Madero has 
sent invitations. 

Considerable rain fell in camp this aft- 
ernoon, but the veteran plainsmen and 
mountaineers, hardened even beyond their 
ordinary endurance by the five months’ 
campaign, threw their blankets around 
their shoulders and in sheltered nooks 
under the overhanging cliffs ignored the 
storm.

Senate Passes BIN Naming Trustees 
to Compose Corporation. 


Special te The New York Times. 
A@BANY, April 24.—The Senate to- 
right passed the Frawley bill incorporat- 
ing the Carnegie Corporation of New 
York. The measure names several Trus- 
tees who are to compose the corporation, 


which is to engage in educational and 
charitable work, using the funds trans- 
fcrred by Andrew Carnegie. 

Senators Brackett and Burd disapproved 
of the wide powers given the corporation, 
there being no limit on thé property it 
may hold nor any restriction as to the 
disposition of the fund. ‘Tne Board of 
Trustees is self-perpetuvating. The bill 
Was passed without a dissenting vote. 

The Trustees named are-Andrew Car- 
negie, Elihu Root, Henry S._ Pritchett, 
William N. Frew, Robert 8S. Woodward, 
Charles L. Taylor, Robert A, Franks, and 
James Bertram. 


The purpose of the Carnegie Corpora- 
¢ion, according to Senator Frawley, is to 
insure the continuity of a, work which Mr. 
Carnegie hag begun by ‘his many large 
benefactions, under proper supervision, 
He would thereby also be relieved of 
much of the work and responsibility which 
falls on him in the administration of his 
various funds. 

The bill authorizes incorporators ‘ to 
receive and maintain the fund and apply 
the income to promote the advancement 
and diffusion of knowledge among the 
people of the United States by aiding tech- 
nical schools; institutions of higher “learn- 
ing, libraries, research, hero 
funds, useful publications, and by such 
other agencies and means as shall from | 
time to time be found appropriate.” 

No official statement has been made as 
to whieh of Mr. Carnegie’s many benefac- 
tions will come under this incorporation.

TO AMEND ELECTION LAW. 


Bill In to Extend Personal Identifica- 
tion Provision and Registration Period.

ALBANY, April 24.—Senator Wagner 
and Assemblyman A. J. Levy to-night in- 

troduced a bill which would extend the 
signature law for the identification of 
voters, which at the present time applies 
only in New York City, to all districts 
throughout the State where personal reg- 
‘istration is required. It alSo extends The 
lpower of the State Superintendent of 
Elections, which at present is limited to 
boll mre: to every district of the 


The bill rovides for six instead of 
four days’ regiatration in New York City. 
On two of these days it is proposed that 
the registration places shall be open 
from 5 in the morning until 10 at night, 
and on the other four days from 7 in 
the morning until 10 at night. All the 
registration days are in the same week. 

The bill also authorizes the Board of

LIMITS INSURANCE LOANS.

St. Augustine's famous work, “‘ De Civi- 
tate Dei,’’ a folio richly illuminated in 
gold and printed on vellum in Venice in 
1470, by the brothers John and Wendelin 
de Spira, brought the highest price of the 
afternoon session. Only eight copies on 
vellum are known. It is the fourth book 
printed in Venice, and is in handsome 
moroceo binding by Marius Michel. 
As soon as it was put up spirited com- 
petition for it took place. George DA 
Smith and Miss Greene, J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan’s librarian and represcntative, led in 
the bidding. The price quickly soared 
past $1,000, and reached $2,000. Then it 
rose to $2,500, and Mr. Smith finally got 
it for $2,700, which seems to be a record 
price. It is the Sunderland copy, which, 
in leather binding, sold for $1,400 in De- 
cember, 1881, and, rebound, brought $875 
at the Selliére sale in February, i887. A 
few leaves are slightly wormed, but it is 
otherwise a good copy of this early snon- 
ument of Venetian primting.

LINER ASIA IS LOST. 


Pacific Mail Vessel Strikes a Rock— 
All the Passengers Saved. 


TOKIO, April 24.—The Pacific Mail 
Steamship Asia from Hangkong for 
Shanghai and San Francisco, has sunk 
off Finger Rock, about 190 miles south of 
Shanghai. The passengers were rescued. 

The agent of the Pacific Mail Line 
states that the Asia, which left Hongkong 
last Friday for San Francisco, has been 
sunk, but that the passengers were saved 
by a Chinese vessel. Some, the report 
states, were actually in the water, but 
‘it is believed that all were rescued.”’ 
It is understood that the mails were also 
saved. 

The Asia struck yesterday morning 
while feeling her way through a- thick 
fog in the direction of Shanghai. Her 
wireless signals of distresS were picked 
up by the steamer America of the Toyo 
Kisen Company, which was en rolte from 
Shangha!l for Hongkong. The America 
immediately replied: ‘‘ We are coming to 
your assistance.”’ 

No further message was received by 
the America, which pushed hard in the 
direction indicated in the call from the 
Asia. She arrived off Finger Rock at 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, but owing 
to the fog, which continued heavy, was 
unable to discover the whereabouts of 
the distressed steamer. 

The Japanese liner lay to until the 
weather cleared, when she found thatthe 


Chinese vessel Shang-Siu of the Taku 
Steamship Company had gone to the aid 
of the Asia and had rescued her passen- 
gers.

BERLIN, April 24.—The German For- 
eign Office has assumed an attitude “of 
reserve regarding developments in Mo- 
rocco, but the press generally concludes 
that the situation at Fez does not justify 
the march thither of French troops, and 
intimates that France is forcing an oc- 
casion to occupy Morocco permanently. 

This action, it is pointed out, goes oe4 
yond the Algeciras agreement and several 
papers suggest that a new conference be 
held at which the positions of the three 
interested powers—Germany, France, an& 
Spain—can be “ re-regulated.”’ 

The Pan-American League demands the 
partition of Morocco, Germany to receive 
the Atlantic Coast.

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CUMMINS DID ASK 
HYDE 70 AID BANKS 


Admits. Soliciting City Deposits 
for Institutions Which Loaned 
Money to Him. 








REMINDER SENT BY ROBIN 





Wrote to Cummins of “Certain Bal- 
ances” and “One of Our. Mutual 
Friends ”"—Says He Meant Hyde. 





William J. Cummins, leading spirit in 
the Carnegie Trust Company, who fs now 
under indictment for grand larceny, has 


admitted to the authorities that he re- 
quested City Chamberlain Charles H. 
Hyde to deposit city funds in several of 
the seventeen banks and trust companies 
which loaned large sums to him and his 
associates. Mr. Cummins says, however, 
that he also asked the City Chamberlain, 
with whom he claims close friendship, to 
deposit city funds in other banking insti- 
tutions, which did not favor the Cum- 
mins syndicate with loans, either before 
or after the city funds were deposited 
there. 

Mr. Cummins was unable yesterday to 
recall the names of the banks and trust 
companies which were so favored upon 
his recommendation, and which did not 
lend money to the syndicate which he 
headed. As to the banks and trust com- 
panies which advanced loans, his Memory 
was better and he has furnished the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office with a list which 
includes the Hamburg-American Bank, 
the Savoy Trust Company, the Nineteenth 
Ward Bank. the Twelfth Ward Bank, the 
old’ Van Norden Trust Company, now the 
Madison Trust Company, and others. 

Mr. Cummins informed the authorities 
vesterday that he would be able to-day 
to supply the names of banking Institu- 
tions for which he solicited city deposits 
and which did not lend money to himself 
and friends. He said that he could re- 
fresh his memory by consulting certain 
records. But when questioned closely on 
this point Mr. Cummins said that per- 
haps he had spoken too quickly, and that, 
upon second thought, he had no records 
which would show the names of the 
banks and trust companies in question. 

Mr. Cummins complained to the author- 
ities yesterday that he was the victim of 
@ political conspiracy, and asserted that 
events would prove him a much-maligned 
man. He said his relations with the City 
Chamberlain were purely those of friend- 
ship, and that he saw no harm in asking 
city deposits for himself and his friends. 

“That's the way we do things in the 
South,”’ he said. ‘We stick by our 





friends and do things for them.”’ 

Mr. Cummins 
before the Grand Jury for nearly three | 
hours. The performance on Friday, 
Mr. Cummins refused to answer questions 
until ordered to do so by Justice Davis of 
the Supreme Court, was repeated yvester- 
day afternoon. About fifteen questions 
concerning Cummins’s friendship with 
Yiyde and city Geposits had been asked 
end he had refused to answer.

office. It was at this meeting, says Robin, 
that he received a promise of a large in- 
crease in city balances with the Northern 
Bank after he had agreed to lend $130,U0U00 
to the Carnegie Trust Company. 

The letter, which was taken from Rob- 
in’s letter file and a copy of which is now 
in the hands of the District Attorney, is 
es follows:

Acting Superintendent Thorne was for- 
merly in charge of the anti-tuberculosis 
work of the Department of Public Chari- 
ties.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 24,—Attorney 
General Hogan announced to-day he had 


discovered that 12,000 Ohio corporauions 
have been dodging the Willis capital 
stock tax, and that he would at once in- 
stitute legal proceedings to collect more 
than $5,000,000 due from the delinquent 
concerns. These suits will be the most 
important filed by an Ohio Attorney Gen- 
eral in several decades, and will mark 
the first bona fide attempt of State of- 
ficials to enforce the law levying a three- 
twentieths of 1 Ber cent. tax-on the cap- 
ital‘ stock of corporations.

The following are some of the most. seri- 
ous defects which make, efficient highway 
maintenance just as impossible, and the 
corruption of Jnspectors just as easy, under 
the administration of President McAneny 
as they were under President Ahearn: 

The system of inspection and supervision 
is grossly inefficient. Under it, and with 
the knowledge and consent of Inspectors, 
asphilt companies’ gangs are permitted to 
mark out the pavements to be repaired; to 
rip up pavement In perfect condition so as 
to secure increased yardage for restoration 
at one location; to ignore specifications em- 
bodied ‘in the maintenance contract, with 
respect to method of laying pavement; tem- 
nerature of material, the excessive use of 
‘*‘binder’’ to the detriment of the paving 
surface, thickness of top, elimination of 
moisture, proper preparation of foundations, 
and making secure joints. 

Inspectors are not provided with ther- 
mometers, or any means of determining 
whether the temperature of the material 
conforms to the contract specifications. 

The present inspection system does not 
prevent Inspectorg from reporting ordinary 
wear and tear defects in guaranteed streets 
as fire-burns or cave-ins from unknown 
causes, for which the asphalt companies re- 
ceive special compensation. 

There is no discipline among the eighty 
Inspectors Numerous methods of reporting 
are in use, making it difficult, if not fm- 
possible, to control the inspection service 
systematically and effectively. 

No definite rules and reguiations had been 
promulgated for the guidance of Inspectors 
in their work of inspection until the Bureau 
of Municipal Research demonstrated the 
fatal consequences of the lack of surh rules 
and regulations. A few days ag» letters of 
instruction were sent to the various In- 
spectors, which were the first instructions, 
so far as could be ascertained, ever issued 
in writing 

Under the terms of the contract for main- 
taining sheet asphale pavements, the con- 
tractor is required to maintain all repairs 
made for the period covered by the contract. 
Instead of enforcing this provision, replaced 
patches have been repeatedly paid for by 
the city during the life of the contract. 
This practice is widespread and results in 
the overpayment to asphalt companies of 
thousands of dollars annually. 

After the Bureau of Municipal Research 
brought this condition to the attention of 
the officers of the department, orders were 
issued to plot all maintenance work, which 
resulted in proving overpayments by the 
city. The maintenance contractor was then 
notified that there would be deducted from 
the final payment for maintenance under 
the existing contract such a sum as would 
cover the amount of overlapping and relaid 
portions which might appear during the 
period of the said contract. 

Measurements of repaired areas upon 
which payments are based are either care- 
lessly made or purposely increased consid- 
erably beyond the actual measurements of 
the areas restored. Under this practice the 
asphalt companies are paid for work not 
performed. Obviously, if any collusion ex- 
ists between the measurers and the asphalt 
companies, the city is being robbed of large 
sums. 

Records are not compiled currently, show- 
ing the condition of street pavement. As 4 
result, intelligent judgment cannot be ex- 
ercised as to the urgency or necessity for 
repairs or repaving. 

There is no effective control over the dis- 

position of the asphalt repair gangs; the 
number of gangs to be employed in any 
given day, or the location of the work to be 
performed, is largely at the discretion of 
the asphalt companies.

ELK GARDEN, West Va., April 24.-- 
‘Twenty-two miners are entombed in Ott 
‘Mine No. 2 of the Davis Coal and Coke 
Company here, the result of an explosion 
arly to-day, and little chance is held out 
for the rescue of any of them alive be- 
cause of the tons of débris that impede 
the progress of rescuers. It cannot be 
‘Jearned whether the explosion was caused 
by dust or gas. 
say they have never known their mines 
to be gaseous. | 

AS s00n as the accident became known 
Supt. Robert Grant organized a rescue 
corps of the miners off duty, and these 
attempted to enter the mine. The rescu- 
ers had not advanced far into the work- 
ings before they found it would take sev- 
eral days to dig through the heaps of 
roof coal and slate that had been loosened 
by the exptosion. It then was decided to 
effect an entrance through the wall of 
@n adjoining mine, owned by the same 
company. 

This afternoon the rescuers had pene- 
trated to the No. 2 Mine at a point about 
4.000 feet from the outside entry. There 
still! remained about the same distance to 
go before reaching the buried miners. The 
Ott Mine No. 2 is almost directly under 
the town of Elk Garden, which is on a 
hill. The mouth of the mine is about 
half a mile from the town.

Since that October day they have been 
living apart, but those months seem to 
have been not half so happy as the 
twenty-eight years that went before, and 
friends of both, as well as Prof. Fowler 
himself, feel that the little marital tiff 
may be smoothed away and the old lovers 
re¢onciled—possibly this momiing, -when- 
they are to meet in the office of Mrs, 
Fowler's attorney. 

Prof. Fowler, who is about 6 years 
cld, is a graduate of University Col- 
lege, London. His wife was a daughter 
of the oki Mayhew family, to which be- 
longed Gov. Mayhew ‘of Rhode Island. 
They were married in New Jersey in 
1883, and have lived in.New York almost 
ever since. They have no -children.

President May Not Release Him as 
National Educational Head 
Until the Autumn. 





Kilmer Ellsworth Brown, United States 
Commissioner of Education, was elected 
Chancellor of New York University yes- 
terday when the University Council met 
in the Fourth National Bank Building, 14 
Nassau Street, and accepted the report of 
the Committee of Fifteen, which had been 
delegated to choose a new head for the 
university. The report was accepted unan- 
imously. 

Many names yere considered, among 
those Dean Joseph French Johnson .of the 
New York University School of Com- 
merce and Davtd Jayne Hill, Ambassador 
to Germany. Many thought also: that Dr. 
John H. MacCracken, son of the former 
Chancellor and syndic of the university, 
might be chosen to fill his father’s place. 

Dr. Brown was finally settled on about 
six weeks ago, when, on an invitation 
from the Council Committee, he came on 
to New York and took dinner with them. 
His acceptance was received shortly aft- 
erward, and it simply remained for the 
choice to be ratified by the council to 
complete the election. Those on the Nom!i- 
nation Committee were: 

William S. Opdyke, C. H. Kelsey, W. F. 


Johnson, George A. Strong, and William 
Kingsley. 

Dr. Brown was born at Kiantone, Chau- 
tauqua County, N. Y., on Aug. 28, 1861. 
He was educated at the Illinois State 
Normal University, the University of 
Michigan, and the University. of Halle- 
Wittenberg. He also received the degree 
of LL.D. from Columbia in 1907 and from 
Wesleyan University in 1909. His life has 
been that of an educator, serving first in 
the: public schools of Illinois and Michi- 
gan and afterward as Professor of Science 
and Art of Teaching at the University of 
Michigan and University of California. 
He has published works on ‘‘ The Making 
of Our Middle Schools’”’ and ‘“ Origin of 
American §tate Universities.” 

Just when Dr. Brown will take office 
has not been definitely decided, but Mr. 
Kingsley, member of the council, said it 
would probably not be before July 1. He 
has not yet resigned from his present 
place, and it is feared that President Taft 
may not want to let him go before next 
Fall.

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RESPONSIBILITY OF THE UNIONS. 


The use of violence ir, }abor disputes 
is so much oftener allegeé than proved 
that even the evidence in the Los An- 
geles case should be submitted to a 
jury before the cas is regarded as es- 
tablished, and meanwhile judgment 
should be held in s ppense. It is some- 
thing gained that the spokesmen for 
labor feel the necessity of repudiating 
so shocking a crime, and yet there 
runs through all their outgivings a dis- 
tinction between their personal and 
professional opinions which fairly 
brings home to the unions the spirit of 
the crime, if not its perpetration. Mr. 
McNaMARA professed to regard the dy- 
namiting to death of a score of inno- 
cent persons es an act of anarchy. 
Secretary and Treasurer MCNAMARA is 
under arrest as the anarchist. MrFr. 
GoMPERS’s expressions afford a similar 
contrast. In this city he issues a dec- 
laration that “organized labor stands 
for peace, industrial as well as interna- 
tional, ‘carping critics to the contrary, 
notwithstanding. The tollers, he 
says, are the great burden bearers of 
war's horrors, and peace is the noblest 
attribute of man’s duty to man the 
world over. In promoting these noble 
sentiments Mr. GomPpers the individual 
meets with several obstacles placed in 
his path by Mr..Gomprrs the union of- 
ficial. In deference to the declared 
hostility of the unions he was unable to 
- utter from a platform the sentiments 
which he now issues in a manifesto. It 
was also in his official capacity that he 
denounced the arrest of the suspected 
dynamiters as ‘‘ kidnapping,’’ the first 
act in a tragedy contemplating the as- 
sassination of organized labor. It is 
the millions at the command of Mr. 
McNAMARA’S enemies: which will con- 
vict him. ‘‘ The Federation has aided 
his union in every way. No union has 
been more bitterly attacked.”’ 

In this utterance of Mr. Gompers the 
labor official, Mr. Gomprrs the indl- 
vidual is as much 
the general sentiment of the community. 
as with himself. His voice is for 
peace, but his policy is for war against 
whatever opposes the aims of the 
union. There will be no response to his 
suggestion that millions will suffice to 
convict Mr. if innocent. 
That would be a greater crime even 
than the Los Angeles explosion. No 
greater misfortune can happen to a 
people than the prostitution of any in- 
strumentality to the 
uses of any faction, whether labor or 
capital. Whether or not Mr. McNa- 
MARA was “ kidnapped,” he will not be 
convicted unless proved guilty. Neither 
will there be any presumption of com- 
plicity of the un‘on which will not be 
held subject to proof. The case against 
the unions is that whether or net they 
are guilty of such acts they plead 
guilty of the spirit which inspires them. 

Take, for instance, the preamble of 
the constitution from which President 
Gomprrs derives the powers which 
place his conduct in such contrast with 
the words of Mr. Gomprrs the individ- 
ual: “‘ Whereas a struggle is going on 
in all the nations of the world between 
the oppressors and the oppressed of all 
countries, a struggle between the cap!- 
talist and the laborer.”’ It is this con- 
ception which is at the root of the dy- 
namitings-and murders and arsons in 
the interest of labor. Rightly consid- 
ered, neither labor nor capita! is strug- 
e'ing against the other, but both are 
co-operating in the common interest 
against a deficiency of the good things 
of life. Even if the struggle of capital 
for profit, and the struggle of labor for 
@ waece, be selfish rather than in the 
interest of humanity, it is not at bot- 
tom a struggle of one against the other, 
but rather of both against want. It is 
labor which converts this struggle, 
whatever its character, into a class 
struggle, rather than an economic 
struggie, by substitutiog of opposition 
for co-operation. Labor does this al- 
though it is the chief gainer by the 
substitution of organized for individu- 
alist production. The world could not 
supply itself with what it is consuming 
on the basis of individualist production. 
Iiven the crops could not be planted or 
harvested without the use of capital. 
And labor's distributive share {gs more 
than the increased rate of’ profit to 
eapital, speculative rewards excepted. 

The spirit of war in the preamble of 
the Federation’s constitution is reflect- 
ed in its provisions, and in its practice. 
Section 4 of Article 9 enacts the duties

“approved and pending boycotts.” And 
President Gomprers is in contempt of 
court for his procedure in one such boy- 
cott, as to which he has admitted the 
charges as proved, and has registered 
his opinion that the court procedure 
in his case is only less an infringement 
of liberty than in his allegations against 
the courts which must try the issue in 
the case of his co-unionist MCMANIGLE, 
who has confessed the complicity of the 
union in the murder of, he guesses, a 
hundred or so human beings. 

As individuals unionists see the hor- 
rors of war. As a body they refuse to 
allow President Gomprrs to express his 
convictions as an individual. As Pres- 
ident of the Federation he is unable to 
see the crime in the acts which the 
constitution of his union contemplates, 
The individual, the official, and the 
union alike stand before the commu- 
nity responsible for the spirit which in- 
spires such outrages. But the com- 
munity will not lynch the unions, even 
in opinion. The community will hold 
its mind open until the confession shall 
be told in court, together with the cor- 
roborating evidence, if such there shall 
be. " The unions lack neither for re- 
sources nor for talent for defense. But 
if this country is to experience either 
peace or prosperity there must be an 
end to the spirit manifested in the 
union’s constitution, and put in prac- 
tice by its officials, both on proof and 
on their confession without perception 
of the enormity of their acts.

“THE MAYOR’S CHARTER.” 

We think Mr. Garnor will have to 
make himself a little more clearly un- 
derstood as to what is known as “ The 
Mayor’s Charter.” His recent explana- 
tion, while it disclaimed responsibility, 
did not withdraw the prestige of his 
support. It was @ little on the order of 
“missing if it be a heifer and hitting 
if it be a deer.”” We would suggest to 
his Honor that the charter bill is a 
matter of extreme importance, that it 
has no appreciable standing with intel- 
ligent citizens except that derived from 
the general belief that it originated 
with him, that there are essential-feat- 
ures of it which are received with great 
comfort by Tammany Hall and its 
chief, and that, therefore, it is of a 
good deal of importance that he should 
make it perfectly plain what he ap- 
proves and what he condemns. Espe- 
cially the Mayor should leave the pub- 
lic in no uncertainty as to his attitude 
toward the particular provisions which 
instill the greatest delight in the hearts 
of the spoilsmen and the grafters, 

We have already alluded to the pro- 
visions of the proposed charter that re- 
late to the public school system in the 
city. We have pointed out the features 
of the charter which in our judgment 
would expose the schools to the inroads 
of partisan, and, what is worse, of 
greedy, politics, which would destroy 
responsibility and make it very hard 
for the people of the city to punish or 
prevent wrongdoing. So far as we can 
see the Mayor regards all this as sim- 
ply a matter for difference of opinion, 
and he meets criticism with the bare 
reply that he does not agree with it. 
With all due respect, that does not get- 
tle the matter. The proposed chartet 
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field of municipal politics, where the 
politicians have in the past committed 
a 

their worst ravages. It so mixes up ac- 
countability that we can see no hope of 
checking these ravages in the schools 
if the change be made. We have point- 
ed out-the facts on which this opinion 
is based. It is not denied that the facts 
exist. It is not enough merely to say 
that they would not have the effect we 
show that they would have. 

Now comes the Bureau of Municipal 
Research, a body that has distinctly 
earned the right to be listened to, and 
points out another seriously bad feat- 
ure of the proposed charter. It trans- 
fers to the office of the Corporation 
Counsel—an appointee of the Mayor— 
substantially all the duties and powers 
of the Controller in the matter of au- 

% 

diting claims against the city. The 
construction of the provisions to this 
end is extremely ingenious, but, 80 far 
as we can judge, the effect attributed 
to them is unavoidable. Here is what 
the Bureau of Municipal Research has 
to say: . 

In one place the charter apparently 
continues the provision in the existing 
law that the Department of Finance 
shall have control of the fiscal af- 
fairs of the corporation, only to nul- 
lify it by the new and significant 
words, ‘‘ except as otherwise provided 
in this act.’’ 

This little clause apparently has ref- 
erence to an astonishing provision con- 
tained in Section 425, which says that 
the ‘‘ Corporation Counsel shall have — 
exclusive jurisdiction of the investi- 
gation and settlement of all claims, 
actions, and proceedings * *® © for 
salaries and wages, or for work, 
labor, and services performed or 
goods sold and delivered.’” This pro- 
vision is carefully, but unnecessarily, 
labeled ‘‘new.” If by. any chance &@ 
claim should find its way into the 
Department of Finance, the charter 
carefully provides that if the Con- 
troller fails to adjust and allow it 
within thirty days from the date of 
its filing, the claim and all accom- 
panying papers shall forthwith “be 
transmitted by the Controller to the 
Corporation Counsel, and thereafter 
the Corporation Counsel shall have ex- 
clusive furisdiction.”’ 

Under the present charter the Con- 
troller is authorized to and does reg- 
ularly question the certificates of 
heads of departmants that claims 
filed are reasonable and just, with the 
result that thousands of dollars are 
saved to the city. 

It {s amnounced by Mr. James A. 
Fo.ieyr, Chairman of the Assembly Com- 
mittee on the Affairs of Cities, that 
hearings on the charter will be held 
next week. They should be real hear- 
ings. They will afford a chance for 
public enlightenment as to the actual 
purpose and effect of the various pro- 
|visions. The opportunity should not be 
}allowed to pass. 
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‘COMMISSIONER STOVER CALLED TO 
ACCOUNT. 

Park Commissioner Stover, who has 
‘lately manifested such acute concern 
as to the ability and zeal of Mr. ParR- 
‘sons in the performance of his official 
duties, has made an appointment for 
|which the Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation can find no good or legal rea- 
‘son, es to which, indeed, the associa- 
tion has found it necessary to enter an 
‘emphatie protest. It is that of WI Lt- 
raM J. Lee to be Supervisor of Reorea- 
‘tion for the Boroughs of Manhattan 
‘and the Bronx. 

The place is exempt from exami- 
‘nation, but under the rules the ap- 
‘pointing officer is required to file a 
‘statement of the appointee’s experience 
and qualifications. It appears that Mr. 
‘Ler’s experience is that of a temporary 
Inspector of Tenements and an Inspec- 
tor of Meters, in neither of which of- 
fices can he be supposed to have 
learned the important duties of a rec- 
reation supervisor. His qualifications 
are those of “an instructor of athletics 
and expert knowledge of calisthenics.” 
The association states that “ careful in- 
quiry among persons connected with 
athletics has failed to elicit any infor- 
mation showing that Mr. LE&x is quali- 
fied by previous experience to serve 
even as a general instructor in athlet- 
ics,” though that would be among the 
least of his duties. : 

Beyond this the association calls at- 
tention to facts indicating that the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Lem was due to po- 
litical influence. It urges the Civil 
Service Commission to notify Mr. 
Srover that the certificate he has filed 
is inadequate to justify the appoint- 
ment and to request him to furnish addi- 
tional evidence that the appointment 
was made “ for merit and fitness.” We 
do not dare to doubt that Commission- 
er STOVER would welcome eagerly the 
opportunity to show that he has not 
been playing politics, or if he has been 
innocently led to do so, that he will be 
glad to retrace his steps. 








MEXICAN SUFFRAGE. - 

Some time ago Mr. FRancisco I. 
MADERO, who now seems, judging by 
surface facts, to be the master of the 
situation in Mexico, intimated that with 
the establishment of fair and free 
suffrage in that republic it might be 
necessary to institute also an educa- 
tional qualification for voters, At 
present, under the Constitution, all 
Mexican citizens have the right to vote, 
but hitherto comparatively few have 
claimed the right. The will of the whole 
people has not been expressed at the 
polls. A very large proportion of the 
male inhabitants of Mexico, of voting 
age, probably have no knowledge of the 
ballot. Nevertheless, during the ex- 
citement of the insurrection, the 4e- 
mand,for the removal of all restrictions 
on voters, the actual establishment of 
universal suffrage, has been frequently 
expressed. 

We are not surprised, however, to 
find in The Mexican Herald an editorial 
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article favoring an educational. restric. 
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tion of the suffrage. The requirement 
of literacy in the vote, The “Herald de- 
clares, “is in line with the purest 
aims and aspirations of democracy.” 
Its argument is that in a democracy 
having ample facilities for education 
there is no excuse for illiteracy in the 
humblest citizen, and that, “ universal 
suffrage’ in a country where illiteracy 
is . prevalent means practically no 
suffrage. 

The article is of interest as indicat- 
ing the manner in which things are 
shaping in the neighboring republic. 
It is, however, in direct opposition to 
the views of another expert authority 
on the ‘evelopment of democracy in 
Latin America, namely Gen. ENRIQUE 
LOYNAZ DEL CasTILLO, the Cuban 
Minister in Mexico. In a recently pub- 
lished statement Gen. DEL CASTILLO de- 
clared that the errors in the organiza- 
tion of many Spanish-American re- 
Publics are due to the ambition and 
selfishness of the educated, not to the 
illiteracy of the humble. The poor and 
humble have fought the battles for free- 
dom, and it is their right to vote. In 
the recent Cttban election, he asserts, 
the illiterates voted intelligently, and 
he denies that a knowledge of reading 
and writing is an absolute necessity for 
suffrage. 

The proportion of illiteracy in Mexico 
is very large in epite of the schools 
bullt by Draz, but itis not so much the 
ignorance of reading and writing of the 
masses that makes universal suffrage 
seam so dangerous, as their obvious 
ignorance of the democratic ideal. The 
peon of this age is thriftless and seems 
to prefer bondage to freedom. To be 
gure he is capable of great improve- 
ment, and when he begins to learn he 
learns rapidly. Whether the knowledge 
that he must get some learning in order 
to enjoy the rights of citizenship would 
induce him to improve his mind is still 
questionable. A restriction of the ballot 
might lead to an armed insurrection of 
the disfranchised. But it is obvious 
that the idea of an educational quall- | 
fication for voters, if not a property 
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For it is made a little too evident that 
this action was taken, partly because 
she wasn’t a real nursemaid, or wasn’t 
only @ nursen.aid, and partly because 
her father is a Professor in the Presi- 
dent's own college. 

The implication of the apology, thus 
giveh, is, therefore, that if she had been 
a nursemaid like other nursemaids, the 
embryo Admiral who took her to a dance 
would have violated the social proprieties 
and deserved the reproof he received.

Still less do we care to 
have the sentence of social banishment 
pronounced by men holding representa- 
tive and official positiofis, and therefore 
under a special obligation to exemplify 
the doctrines as to the dignity of labor— 
of all honest work—which we consider 
distinctively American, : 

“Is @& young woman,” we indignantly 
ask, “the social inferior of a naval of- 
ficer, or of anybody else, just because 
she has to earn her own living?’’ Capt. 
BowyeEr’s explanation of his position does 
not answer that question with an explicit 
negative and therefore it is unsatis- 
factory.

THE INCOME TAX BILL. 

The argument that it would be safe 
to authorize a Federal income tax be- 
cause it would only be used in emergent 
cases is put to rout by the prepara- 
tion of an income tax bill even before 
the authorization is given. Senator 
Brown is so progressive that he 
proposes that an income tax of 
$100,000,000 be levied in order that 
the tariff may be ripped up the 
middle forthwith. We know of no 
judicious tariff reformers who are in 
such a hurry as all that. 
know of some 
that the lowering of the tariff might re- 
sult in such an Increase of revenue 
that an income tax would be unneces- 
sary. 

However that may be, the tariff ought 
to be revised with prudence and at 
leisure, gince there is more at stake 
than even the Nation’s revenue, how- 
ever raised. We have been told to the 
degree of nausea that we owe our 
prosperity to the tariff. None of us 
ought to wish that there should be any 
chance that the country should be told 
that it owes adversity to an excess 
of tariff reform. The commerce of the 
country is more important than the 
revenue realized from the commerce. 
The main thought should be of the 
safety and stability of commerce, rather 
than of the provision of milllons or 
billions of revenue. There ought to be 
no taxation for surplus, and ingenuity 
in expenditure. 

A moderate deficit is preferable to a 
huge surplus from any tax whatever. 
We owe much of the reversal of the 
spirit of our politics and our legislation 
to a Treasury deficit, which is a boon 
not to be valued lightly, nor easily 
parted with. Rather than pass the in- 
come tax for fear of a deficit we would

borrowing at discretion in emergencies, 
and deal with the deficit when it ap- 
peared. The power to issues short term 
bonds on the responsibility of the Ad- 
ministration was given originally as a 
war power, but the certificates eased 
the panio of 1907 nevertheless. ‘The 
power to Issue short term bonds is one 
generally trusted to Governments, and 
is not abused.

It is claimed that from racing the auto- 
morkile manufacturers have learned much 
as to the proper construction of cars de- 
signed to go at moderate rates. It is prob- 
able, however, that they have learned 
vastly more about the building of racing 
machines, and there be those who insist 
that racing has, on the whole, hindered 
rather than helped the perfecting and the 
acceptance of the automobile for general, 
reasonable, and safe use, Unfortunately, 
the relaticn between speed and power is 
very close, and while ft is possible, as the 
mechanically propelled trucks illustrate 
every day, to make a vehicle at once 
rowerful and slow, it Is none the less 
true that the automobile which can go 
up steep hills or along heavy roads at a 
satisfactory rate, almost inevitably puts 
excessive speed at the driver's command 
when the road ts smooth and level. He Is 
tempted, and he falls, and his fall is ren- 
diered the more nearly certain when the 
culminating glory of an automobilist is 
to make a record like BURMAN’S. 

According to a cal- 
culation made by 
Cost Is Pennsylvania's State 
Not All Loss. Chief of Mines, if the 
proposed code to regu- 
late mining in the bituminous region be- 
comes a law, it will increase by 3 cents 
a ton the cost of taking out the coal. 

That means something like $4,500,000 a 
year, which, of course, the consumers 
will have to pay; and in view of the 
present cost of living, the prospect, 
thus stated, is likely to cool the ardor of 
the public’s demand for more stringent 
regulation of the mining business. The 
Chief of Mines, however, has apparently 
not taken into account, in making his 
computation, the fact that the cost of 
mine disasters is also a heavy one, and 
that it, too, falls ultimately on the con- 
sumer. 

Not only do mine explosions and fires 
tend directly to put up the price of coal, 
as distinguished from the cost of min- 
ing, but they involve the Joss of valuable 
workers in considerable numbers and the 
support, somehow or other, of the widows 
and orphans the victims leave behind. 
Taking everything into consideration, it 
is more than possible that the new code, 
if wisely drawn and judiciously enforced, 
will prove a measure of practical econ- 
omy—a saving of dollars and cents as well 
as of lives.

I 
personally know of one patrol post, along 
Third Avenue, and it would seem that the offi- 
cer traversing this beat might reasonably be 
expected to ‘‘ show up” at every point at in- 
tervals of not more than half an hour; yet, 
according to statements of storekeepers in that 
section, the appearance of a policeman is a 
very infreqent event. 

Much ado is made over the arrest of gam- 
blersa, who could be caught in thelr lairs at 
any time, without the exercise of any great 
detective acumen; but how about the perpetra- 
tors of-other crimes? Should not efforta be 
made to apprehend them? Gambling is an evil 
and should, if it can, be suppressed; but Jts 
victims, who have only themselves to blame, 
are very few compared _with the great mass of 
the people, numbers of whom throughout the 
city under present conditions are in danger 
of assault and robbery at any hour of the 
day or night.

Argues That They Should Be Subject 
to the Educational Authorities. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The editorial article on ‘‘ The Physical Edu- 
cation of Girls”’ in to-day’s TIMES strikingly 
confirms the views set forth in an adjoining 
columm on the political management of the 
city’s schools. It leads up to the benefits that 
follow proper systematic supervision of the 
playgrounds in cities—something comparativély 
new, but a matter te which able writers et- 
tribute much, {f not all, of the supremacy of 
ancient Greece. On the other hand, Mr. Flex- 
ner’s letter warns against the intrusion of the 
place-hunter fnto the delicate task of develop- 
ing not only the unformed bodies but the 
plastic minds and civic morals of our future 
citizens. : 

If Waterloo was won on the playing field of 
Eton, signs are not lacking that future blood- 
less Waterloos are tobe decided by the train- 
ing in self-denial and forbearance given by 
our playgrounds. For fair play is at the bot- 
tom of good government, and fair play becomes 
an instinct when it {s taught as a fundamental 
condition of competitive co-operation or team 
play, as opposed to greed. It Is best learned 
on fair playgrounds, where favorites are se- 
lected by the field. In this aspect the city 
playground is only one locus of an influence 
which our indifference has hitherto confined | 
to the schoolroom where it began. 

But if the full meaning of kindergarten were 
more generally applied to the early training 
of our (wild) olive branches, might not the 
playground well precede the schoolroom, and 
be supplemented by its theories, as is the nat- 
ural order? If this should be granted, it 
would seem that the Park Department is only 
the janitor of our out-of-door schools, (the 
playgrounds,) and that their 
should, for the sake of its continuous efficiency, 
be left to the Department of .Education.

An incalculable saving of 
human life and health is already attrib- 
uted to the achievements of experimental 
medicine. An even larger saving is 
hoped for in the not-distant future. In- 
telligence in method, humanity in spirit 
and in accomplishment, are freely ac- 
knowledged, so far as the great triumphs 
of modern medicine are concerned. The 
public desires only that the same intelli- 
gence and humanity govern the cam- 
paign that lies before us. Legislators and 
other representatives of public opinion 
have been unwilling this year to listen to 
tales of cruelty to animals in experi- 
mental research. 

The false protestations of their sym- 
athy with the aims of experimental medi- 
cine, which we hear from those urging 
the passage of the*Bayne bill, must be 
interpreted in the light of the foregoing 
statement. These are the identical pers 
sons who have been working for restrict- 
ive“egislation in the past. Their ‘choice 
was to give up their fight, or else, by 
leaving the ranks of the avowed foes of 
medical progress and by masquerading in 
the ranks of its friends, gain a van- 
tage point from which their original fight 
for restrictive legislation might be re- 
newed. :

And this is espe- 
cially the case where the legislation ts 
directed toward an inquiry into the char- 
acter and motives of others. There are 
two grounds upon which a demand for 
ivestigation can reasonably be resisted in 
the present instance: First, if is not a 
real demand. It does not represent the 
Gesires of humane and intelligent citi- 
zens generally, but is the plea of habit- 
Val agitators and paid attorneys, 
supported by a small number of jll-in- 
formed people whose human impulses 
have been imposed upon. Second. the 
method of investigation proposed is not 
calculated to produce a fair inquiry or an 
impartial verdict. On this point 
it is only necessary to point out that 
the proposed commission of seven is to 
include two persons of the anti-vivisec- 
tionist party, a Senator and an Assem- 
blyman, (who might well prove to be 
the sponsors of the bill, and consequent- 
jly prejudiced in favor of its backers,) 
two medical men, who are not required 
to be in sympathy with experimental 
medicine, and a seventh chosen at large.

It 
has a libretto by Maurice Ordonneau and 
was’ produced at the Gaieté-Lyrique, in 
Paris, on Dec. 30, 1899. Paul Fugére, the 
original Father in ** Louise” at the Opéra 
Comiaue, sang the part ef Paillasse—in 
Italian, of course, Pagliaxeo-on that oc- 
casion: Jeanne Saulier was the Suzanne, 
and Lyse Befiv the Marien.

Valves again eclipsed their former high rec- 
ords since the first of the year, with decided 
strength displayed by the old crop options,. the 
new crop months sharing sympathetically in 
the upward movement. Profit taking at times 
caused hesitation in the rising tendency of 
values, but on the whole otferings were well 
absorbed, There was considerable talk of 

‘gunning’ for Wall Street shorts, while the 
buying by bulls at various times during the 
day gave a firm utdertone and tended to in- 
crease nervousness among bears. 

The consensus of opinion was that both the 
short and long interests had been materially 
reduced the last week, but some shrewd oper- 
ators ventured the assertion that bulls had 
literally added to their Mnes and their desire 
to accumulate contracts as cheaply as pos- 
sible would acecunt for the see-sawing ten- 
dency of the list. It is claimed that the sta- 
tistical sitvation, despite the unfavorable home 
trade advices, was strengthening beyond earlier 
expectations, wnile the character of Manches-

During tae eariy trade the list showed gains 
of from 2 to 8 points, with the advance in- 
spired by Liverpool public cables, good spot 
business being noted abroad, and the offi- 
cial Manchester cables stating that yarns were 
hardening and ce in good demand at full 
prices. The n crop months for a time were 
independently ll on advices claiming delayed 
planting in parts of Texas and cold weather 
in the Soeuthesst, but on the whole it was 
believed that conditions are generally favor- 
able, it being admitted nevertheless that warm, 
clear weather was most desired. Just about a 
year ago the cotton belt was visited by a wet, 
cold spell which resulted in much replant- 
ing in Texas and great excitement, and it is 
interesting to note that notwithstanding the 
favorable conditions this year prices for new 
crops at present are at practically the same 
level as those following the scare referred to 
above. 

Best advices are that to date there is but 
comparatively small amount of cotton destined 
for the local market, although shipments are 
likely to incfease on the scale up. Local 
certificated stocks aggregate to 141.000 bales, 
against 146,000 a week ago and 102 ~~ last 
year, at which time cotton was being ceived 
freely at this centre. Southern spot markets 
were l-ltc to 5-l6c advance from the previous 
close, New York spot cotton quiet, 5 points 
advance; middling uplands, 15.15.

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After the noon hour, when it became 
known that the Supreme Court was not 
yet prepared to hand down its decisions 
in the American Tobacco and Standard 
Oil cases, prices on the Stock Exchange, 
which during the morning had been under 
further selling pressure, turned upward 
and rose sufficiently before the close of 
the session to show net gains in all the 
active issues. Recoveries of from a 
point to more than 2 points occurred in 
a number of stocks, but despite this very 
substantial forward movement the net 
gains in most instances were confined to 
fractions because of the extent of the 
losses suffered in the earlier trading.

The bulletins, too, have the great merit 
of being absolutely legible and taking up 
a very small amount of room. Last July 
4 the machine, which had then only just 
been set up, and had not been brought to 
its prague high state of perfection, was 
used for posting the news as it came in 
from the Jeffries-Johnson fight. Every 
one knows the effort newspapers have 
made to meet such an event as that. 
They have récognized the right of the 
public to get the very latest from the 
| arena, but they. have been met with great 
| practical dificulties In presenting the in- 
formation compactly and legibly in the 
seconds at their disposal. 

Writing has been scrawled on plack- 
boards, broken-backed letters have been 
painted at every conceivable angle on 
sheets of paper, and, if the news has 
; come in after nightfall, rough magic lan- 
| tern slides have been hastily prepared. 
By the introduction of the Electric Press 
Bulletin all such crude methods are 
paced in the background. Practically 
nstantaneously, certainly as quickly as

FREE SUGAR BILL IN, 











House Debate on Farmers’ Free List 
Is Deferred Till To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 24.-—A bill to put 
sugar on the free list was introduced to- 
day by Representative Warburton of 
Washington. The bill is the first step 
taken in the probable revision of the 
sugar schedule by the new House mem- 


bers of the Ways and Means Committee 
before the end of the present session, In- 
dependent refiners have openly requested 
ihe committee to put sugar on the free 
list in order that they may compete with 
the Sugar Trust. . 

Representative Warburton’s bill also 
exempts from duty rice, lemons, oranges, 
pineapples, unshelled almonds, fiiberts, 
walnuts, peanuts, and ground beans. 

The Farmers’ Free List bill came be- 
fore the House a few moments before ad- 
journment, and will be taken up again as 
s00n as the House convenes to-morrow. 
A final vote will not be reached before 
the end of the week, and perhaps later. 

The Democrats are confident_of passing 
the bill by a large majority. The indica- 
tions are that the bill will have a num- 
ber of Republican votes in itS Support, 
including those of a substantial propor- 
tion of the insurgent Republicans.

DR. EWALD EXPELLED 
BY MEDIGAL SOCIETY 


Falsification of Sydenham Hos- 
pital Records Basis for 
Summary Action. 








NOT ONE DISSENTING VOTE 





Physician implicated with Dr. Kunit- 
zer, Not Present, Says He Will Go 
to the Highest Court for Vindication. 





Dr. Louis Anton Ewald of the Fordham 
University Medical School Faculty, for- 
merly gynecologist at the German Hos- 


pital, was expelled last night from the 


New York County Medical Society, by 
a vote of 305 to 0, on a charge of being 
implicated with Dr. Robert Kunitzer, 
Vice President and chief physician, in 
the falsification of Sydenham Hospital 
records. The action of the society was 
taken after its Board of Censors and its 
Comitia Minora had both found the 
charges against Dr. Ewald true at a 
hearing and recommended his expulsion. 
This is the second time in the history 
of the medical society that it h&s ex- 
pelled a reputable physician, the first 


case being the expulsion, by a vote of 


892 to 88, of Dr. Kunitzer, after a trial, 
on Dec. 27 last. At that time Dr. Kunit- 
zer made an impassioned speech in his 
own defense, but neither Dr. Ewald nor 
his counsel, Samuel I. Frankenstein, ap- 
peared at the meeting last night, and no 
defense was offered. Dr. Ewald said 
the action of the society did not interest 


him, as he was innocent of the charges, 


as he could prove before any impartial 
tribunal. . 

The meeting of the society was held 
in the large auditorium of the Academy 
of Medicine, and was one of the largest 
in the history of the body. Only members 
of the society were admitted into the au- 
ditorium, but many physicians, who had 
come partly through curiosity as to the 
outcome of the trial and partly to hear a 
scieniific discussion that was to follow. 
crowded the other rooms on the ground 
floor. 

Dr. James F. McKernon, President of 
the society, was in the chair, and beside 
him gat Dr. Jehn Van Doren Young, the 
Secretary; Almuth C. Vandiver, its coun- 
sel, and John G. Dyer, his assistant. After 
the report of the Board of Censors and 
the Comitia Minora, recommending Dr. 
Ewald’s expulsion, was read by Dr. 
Young, it was sustained by a rising vote. 

The recommendations of the comitia, one 
of its members said, were made on the 
testimony of Egon Exeghard, a former 
Superintendent of the Svdenham Hos- 

ital. who testified that Dr. Ewald and 

r. Kunitzer had been implicated in the 
falsification of hospital records to sub- 
stantiate Dr. Ewald’s assertions, set forth 
in a volume issued by the staff of the 
German Hospital, that he had performed 
twenty-seven rare operations. ma 

Egghard testified that all but five or six 
of these cases were false. A statement, 
said to have been signed by Dr. Ewald in 
the office of Eg@ghard’s lawyer, admitting 
that he had falsified the records, also 
was used at the hearing of the comitia 
and the Board of Censors, although Dr. 
cwald in a later statement swore that 
the admission had been extracted from 
him under duress. 

Besides the report of the comitia Dr. 
Young read a recent decision of the Ap- 
pellate Division reversing the decision of 
Justice Goff and dissolving the injunction 
he had granted to Dr. Ewald restrain- 
ing the society from trying him after it 
had reinstated him into good standing 
for that purpose. Before the trial of Dr. 
Kunitzer and the full evidence against 
him, in December, the Comitia Minora 
had suspended Dr. Ewald for a year, and 
it had to reinstate him as a member he- 
fore it could try and expel him.
